We are often asked the question wiether Fall is a good time of year to plant trees, plants and shrubs. We consider Fall the hest 
time of year for planting if planted late, jut would not advise too early Fall planting as the plants are not usually matured when it is 
necessary to strip the leaves from the plaits in order to ship. We get the best results in the Nursery rows by planting the first of Novem- 
ber to the first of December, and later if ae ground is in condition to plant.
